Applicant respectfully petitions from the Notice to File Corrected Application papers (an un- 
numbered paper dated 22 August 2001) and the failure of the PTO to correctly examine the formal 
drawings originally filed in the above-captioned application, and as reasons therefore, states that: 
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STATEMENT OF FACTS 

1 . On 5 July 2001, a new application for the above-captioned application was filed in 
the U.S. Patent & Trademark Office. The new application consisted of the 
specification, claims, Abstract, formal drawings (Figs. 1 through 5C, 5 sheets), 
executed Declaration and executed Assignment, Information Disclosure Statement 
and PTO-1449 with copies of nine (9) references cited in the aforesaid Information 
Disclosure Statement, claim of priority and the certified Korean priority document 
No, 8455/2001, and check Nos. 39863 and 39864 in the total amount of $982.00. 

2. On or about 23 August 200 1 , the Applicant's undersigned attorney received a Notice 
to File Corrected Application Papers (Confirmation No. 3207) where submission of 
substitute formal drawing is required for the following reasons: 



"drawing figures contain text that is not in English 
(including, for example, a flow chart that was 
originally not in English that has been marked up to 
include the English text) see 37 CKR 1.84(p)(2) and 
37 CFR 1.52(d)(1)" 



The Notice refers to "a flowchart that was originally not in English that has been 
marked up to include the English text". The sole flowchart in the above-captioned 
U.S. patent application is contained in Fig. 3; there are only English language terms 
used in the flowchart of Fig. 3 . 
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4. Figs. 4A-4D show on-screen display menus used in the practice of the instant 
invention during selection of a language in the display device. See page 5, lines 14 
and 15. 

5. Figs. 5A-5C illustrate a display selection of the display device during the display of 
the on-screen menu in the language in accordance with the language information of 
the operating system of the computer. See page 5, lines 16-18. 

6. The foreign language terms appearing Fig. 4C and 5C comply with 35 U.S.C § 1 1 3 
and the requirement that Sfc the applicant show shall furnish a drawing where necessary 
for the understanding of the subject matter sought to be patented." No part of the 
regulations set forth in 37 CRR. §1.84(p)(2) and 37 CF.R. §L52(d)(l) contradict 
or purport to negate the requirement of 35 U.S.C. §113. 

7. Moreover, the use of the language other than English in Figs. 4C and 5C is in fact 
customary in applications of this origin and technology, and the use completely 
complies with 37 CRR. § 1 .84(p)(2). Furthermore, the above-captioned U.S. patent 
application was filed in English, and the use of terms other than English is entirely 
accurately and consistent with the illustration of the practice of the invention as is 
required by 35 U.S.C. §113. 
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The Commissioner has no authority to issue any regulation contrary to the express 
requirements of 35 U.S.C §113, and in fact, the Commissioner has never issued any 
regulation. Consequently, the suggestion by the Drafting Division that Figs. 4C and 
5C, which illustrate the display screens using more than one language 
simultaneously, may be contrary to U.S. patent law ignores the feet that the display 
using two languages simultaneously is ''necessary for the understanding o f the subject 
matter sought to be patented" by Applicant here, in accordance with the requirement 
of 35 U.S.C. §113. 
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REMARKS 

The aforesaid Notice does not mention which figure(s) has been objected to. Applicant 
assumes the Notice is referring to Figs. 4C where Korean characters are depicted. 

The Commissioner's attention is invited to the specification, paragraph [0017] on page 5 
where it says, 'TIGS. 4A-4D are OSD menu screens showing the process of selecting a language in 
the display device; and". Also, at lines 15-16 on page 10 (paragraph [0030]) Figures 4C and 4D are 
stated to show 4 "Korean" and English selected by the user, respectively. 

As is stated above, Fig. 4C is a menu screen displayed on a display device which indicates 
availability of Korean language as a selection by using Korean characters so as to enable users to 
immediately recognize the particular language. Therefore, the Korean characters which appear in 
Fig. 4C are not used as a text to explain the Fig, 4C itself but used as an image to illustrate how 
one of the menu screens of the present invention appear in an actual display device. 

In view of the above, it is respectfully submitted that the objection to the drawings of the 
present applicationbased on 37 C.F.R. §1.84 and/or §1.52 does not apply, and should be withdrawn.
